Havana, Aug. 8 .—Considerable com­ 
ment was caused among division offi­ 
cers here by the iaananoe of a proclama­ 
tion by General Wilson, m ilitary gover- 
nor of th© departm ent of Matanzas, 
Santa C lara 
The feeling is that lf any 
such proclamation was to have been is- 
sued it should have gone from Governoi 
General Brooke rather than a deport­ 
ment commander. 
Addressing *'offi­ 
cer#, soldiers and civilians of the United 
States,” General Wilson reminds them 
that the m ilitary government was ea 
tablished to protect life and property, 
that they are the friends and not tin 
enemies of the population of the island; 
that they must be courteous and polite 
iu their dealings with the inhabitants, 
endeavoring to avoid any cause of dis­ 
turbance and must take special care not 
to resist the polios, always going upon 
the assumption, in the absence <rf evi­ 
dence to the contrary, that tho latter ars 
fulfilling their duty, aud helping them 
lawfully whenever it may be necessary. 
The proclamation warns all who dis- 
obey that they will be pan I shod lf sol­ 
diers, and dismissed from office if civil­ 
ian# holding the same. 
Civil governor* 
and police chiefs are directed to instruct 
their subordinates to take partloulax 
care regarding the use of firearms and 
only to have recourse to these in oasei 
ai absolute necessity. 
The troops arr 
not to be used in making arrests with­ 
out the order of the general In com­ 
mand, and nuder uo conditions Is th* 
military to supersede the civil authori­ 
ties. 
Cuban General Roses, who had s 
command nuder General Maximo Go­ 
mez, presented a letter from the lattsi 
to Governor General Brooke urging 
that, if possible, he be given $200 from 
the insular funds, on the ground thai 
he had rendered valuable services dur 
lug the revolution. 
General Brooke de­ 
cided that there were no funds thai 
could be properly applied in this way 
aud sent word accordingly to G enera 
Gomez.

Third class fare 
w as but 14 cents, but the first class 
passengers wore mulcted In the sum 
of 25 cents for a journey of barely 
seven miles. 
The engine driver, who officiated In­ 
cidentally 
as 
conductor, 
brakem an, 
guard and porter, cam e around collect­ 
ing the tariff. 
A little conversation elicited some 
surprising facts in connection with 
this absurd out of date line. 
Form erly 
It had been the custom to sell tickets at 
the terrnln, little triangular blue and 
I w hite bits of pasteboard, with a hole 
In the middle, so thnt the ticket col­ 
lector (also engine driver, stoker, etc.) 
could file them aw ay on a string. 
But, 
alas, the ravages of tim e spare not 
even railw ay tickets, and eventually 
they wore all worn out! 
So now the 
fares are collected on board. 
The rate 
of speed was strictly lim ited to ten 
miles an hour, hut incidental delays, 
such as picking up passengers, chasing 
stray hats, rem oving cattle or sheep 
from the track, took up so much tim e 
th at not Infrequently an hour and a 
half or more was consumed in cover­ 
ing the short distance. 
I m ay mention 
th at passengers picked up on the way- 
side paid no regular fare, but m erely 
tipped the engineer. 
I he need of tim e tables w as un­ 
known, for the train ran but one way 
each day. and arranged tho tim e of de­ 
parture to suit intending travelers. 
It 
Is related with much gusto In those 
parts th a t two com mercial travelers 
once arrived at Bodwln Just in tim e to 
see the train round a curve some qu ar­ 
ter of a m ile off. 
T urning to the aged 
station m aster, Mr. 
W orth, one of 
them Inquired at w hat hour th e next 
train would leave. 
“Day a fte r tom or­ 
row," laconically answ ered th a t offi­ 
cial. 
The astonished drum m er looked a t 
him pityingly and, nudging his com ­ 
panion, w hispered, “Poor fellow ; he’s 
crazy.” 
B ut they w ere soon unde­ 
ceived and, learning the true sta te of 
the case, hired a cart a t some expense 
to accom plish their journey. W hat w as 
their m ortification, after proceeding a 
couple of railes, to see the train put 
back to Bodwln, because, as they sub­ 
sequently discovered, the engineer had 
forgotten to bring his pipe along! 
An interesting function alw ays took 
place w henever an incline w as reached. 
The driver, having regulated the speed 
of his iron horse, would climb out on 
the front of the engine, and, sitting 
between the buffers, strew sand on the 
m ils; 
occasionally it has happened 
that, the supply of sand proving insuf­ 
ficient. the engine would steam aw ay 
to the depot in search of more. 
The country through which th e little 
railw ay passes is of a high order of 
beauty and affords m any picturesque 
glimpses. 
Bodwln itself is a quaint lit­ 
tle town th a t dates back to the days of 
the Phoenicians and in later tim es w as 
of much Importance. 
This may be 
Judged from the fact th a t it supported 
a cathedral and no less than 13 other 
churches. The rem ains of an old hq>er 
house are still to be seen, commemora-

A w riter in The Scotsman has u n ­ 
earthed an am t sing anecdote of Thom as 
C arlyle as a country “ dom inie,” for 
the accuracy of w hich he vouches. 
It 
was told in 1868 by n Cupar Fife law ­ 
yer and provost who bad been ono of 
C arlyle’s pupils a t K irkcaldy, to the 
w riter and Hugh M iller. 
The interest 
of this gentlem an’s rem iniscences of 
LL schoolm aster was heightened by his 
otter unconsciousness that h it old do­ 
m inie w as the Thom as C arlyle who was 
then beginning to be known to fame. 
Tho old gentlem an described the older 
race of Scottish schoolmasters as alw ays 
during school hours w earing their hats 
—af, least keeping th eir heada covered— 
and m any of the boyu, view ing the pe­ 
culiar angle at w hich the hat stood up­ 
on the head and how near it cam e to the 
eyebrows, could conjecture if the sav­ 
age mood w ere to be th a t day predom i­ 
nant. 
“ B ut m y teach er,” said the provost, 
" a strict and gloomy disciplinarian 
w ith thq nam e of Carlyle, never wore 
his hat in tho school, and indeed his 
brow was so overhung w ith dark th rea t­ 
ening th a t no extra expression to alarm 
us was needed from bls lum hat! Ho 
did not thrash us either very often or 
very severely, hut we had a feor that, 
if provoked, he would go great lengths 
in punishm ent. 
I have seen his mere 
scowl hush at ouce the whole school.” 
Hugh M iller hero interposed by ask­ 
ing, "D id your teacher over burst into 
a strange laugh in school?” 
“ That is a very odd question,” re­ 
turned the provost. 
“ Why do you ask? 
B ut now that I remember, he bad at 
tim es a verv extraordinary laugh that 
m ade us all staro. 
It had a train of 
queer chuckling which exploded in a 
succession of loud and deep guffaws thut 
shook his whole body mid displayed all 
his teeth like tho keys of a piano. 
Ho 
then clapped his hands on the book he 
held against his knees. 
Yet none of us 
never knew at w hat he was laughing. 
Ho bad a grim sn ilo iii reproving pupils 
and a habit of tapping their heads w ith 
his knuckle* as he told them that the 
heads would never be worth tho pi ice 
of hats o rth o char- not a barber, though 
mam m as and anntH had thut m orning 
combed, kissed nnd blessed them , us if 
they wore teem ing w ith the sublim est 
invention.* and designs I” 
The provost saw that B agh M iller 
and somo other guests were listening 
eagerly, and he prs,reeded: 
“ One m orning, a few m inutes before 
tho school hour, Winn most of tho p u ­ 
pils had arrived, and, as rain was full­ 
ing, they had gone into tho school, a 
donkey, which had broken loose from 
its tether on a grassy spot near, was en 
tering the playground. Bill Hood aud I 
were so far ou our way, and Bill, who 
was a stout and frolicsome lad— the 
ringleader in m any sports and tricks__ 
rushed to m ount the anim al aud began 
to guide and force it into the school, 
“ W ith desperate spurring the donkey 
was induced to carry its rider over the 
threshboid, and w hat a reception both 
of them got from the juvenile crowds! 
Bags of books were at once fastened to 
the tail and around the neck of the ass, 
and bo busy were B ill and half a dozen 
companions in urging the anim al to a 
canter aronnd the school and to ascend 
the short stair of the m aster’s desk th a t 
they did not notice how tim e was speed­ 
ing, and before they oonld remove the 
stranger Mr. C arlyle appeared. 
V\ e expected a trem endous explosion 
of w rath, but he burst into a roar of 
laughter—such a roar, however, as, in ­ 
stead of tem pting us to join in it, ’pro­ 
duced a sudden and com plete hush, and 
that roar was renewed again and again 
when the ass, w ithdraw ing its forefeet 
from the first step of the desk stair and 
turning round, took a pace or two slow ­ 
ly tow ard the m aster as if to salute him . 
‘That, ’ exclaim ed Carlyle, ‘is the 
wisest and best scholar K irkcaldy haB 
yet sent me. He is fit to be your teach­ 
e r.’ He tapped the donkey’s head as he 
was wont to do ours aud said, ‘T here’s 
som ething here far more than in the 
skulls of any of his brethren before me, 
though these skulls are putted in fond 
adm iration by papas aud mammas, and
